NET PRICES AND MONOPOLY. 

Tue defence of price-cutting prepared by 
R. H. Macy & Company, and reprinted from 
the New York Journal of Commerce in the 
PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for April 3, grows in 
interest the more it is studied, all the more so 
because it is avowedly based upon moral 
rather than legal grounds. 

The Macy Company, it will be recalled, 
pleads for a “free market,” that is, one of 
unrestricted, or—in the more expressive 
phrase—cutthroat competition. It states frank- 
ly that the makers of the articles it sells 
have no rights that it feels called upon to re- 
spect; it does not say anything about the even- 
tual economic effect of its policy upon its cus- 
tomers; it does say that the fundamental 
purpose of its whole policy is to establish the 
“underselling supremacy” of R. H. Macy & 
Company. 

In the advertisement of R. H. Macy & Com- 
pany in the New York Sun of March 24, cele- 
brating the Victrola decision, the Macy Com- 
pany says: “Macy’s store will continue to 
maintain its famous reputation for lowest-in- 
the-city prices. Our right [italics ours] to... 
undersell every store in the community.” And, 
if this statement of purpose be not explicit 
enough, Mr. Charles Butler, of Brentano’s, in 
an able answer to the Macy letter in the 
Journal of Commerce for April 12, quotes 
from an earlier Macy advertisement this fuller 
explanation of their retail policy: “When in 
a moment of desperation others cut to meet 
our prices, we [R. H. Macy & Company] in 
turn cut again and as often as necessary to 
sustain the R. H. Macy & Company reputation 
for underselling supremacy.” 

There is no word, it will be noted, in this 
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frank avowal of policy, of the principle of 
lowered prices based on lowered costs which 
the Macy & Company, in its more recent letter, 
so stoutly defends. There is no statement of 
exception regarding a competitor whose sell- 
ing costs might be, either at the time or at 
some time in the future, less than Macy’s. In 
short, the Macy Company, in their advertise- 
ments cited, seriously maintain that no seller 
of Victrolas in New York City, including the 
manufacturers of Victrolas themselves, if they 
choose to sell at retail, is to be permitted by 
Macy’s to sell them as cheaply as does Macy; 
and, furthermore, that if at some time in the 
future a firm arose able to do so it would 
make no difference; Macy would, disregarding 
costs or losses to itself, “cut again and as 
often as necessary,” until the daring competi- 
tor were presumably driven out of business. 

Now, it is quite evident, if the above state- 
ments of Macy policy be considered typical 
of those of price-cutters in general, that the 
aim of the price-cutter is not primarily the 
philanthropic one of dividing lowered costs 
of doing business with his customers, but 
monopoly, or, as the Macy house terms it, 
“underselling supremacy.” The price-cutter 
cannot permanently cut prices below the profit 
point. He does not need to. Once competition 
is abolished through his “free market,” viz., 
the unlimited right to sell at any price he 
chooses, regardless of the rights of others 
(or in denial that such rights exist at all)— 
once competition is abolished, the price-cutter 
can charge a price showing him what profit 
he wills. This is, of course, the aim and 
method of all monopoly. 

R. H. Macy & Company, in further defence 
of their position, say: “Those distributors 
who, through inability to keep up with the 
march of progress, are unable to meet the 
competition of their more efficient competitors, 
must suffer.” R. H. Macy & Company are, 
so far as the PusLisHEeRs’ WEEKLY knows, 
very efficient merchandizers, though it suspects 
that there are many as large or larger mer- 
cantile and manufacturing firms in the city 
of New York who are doing business at less 
cost. Be this so or not, it is certainly con- 
ceivable that greater capital than that of the 
Macy Company, and equally efficient use of it, 
might in turn bring Macy & Company a com- 
petitor both ready and financially able to over- 
turn, through price-cutting, Macy’s claimed 
“anderselling supremacy.” As Mr. Butler, in 
his summing up, well asks, would R. H. Macy 
& Company then calmly submit to be crushed 
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by this new competitor, with financial resources 
greater than their own, brought them by the 
“march of progress,’ or would they, in turn, 
appeal to the public and the law for fair trade 
and a fixed price to all buyers of standard 
goods?

him a steady customer—where can the book- 


| seller turn most readily to find the book in 


question? In his second lecture before the New 
York Booksellers’ School on the subject of 
“The Tools of the Booktrade,” on April 9, 
Mr. Glen Parker, of the Baker & Taylor 
Co., recommended a number of catalogs and 
reference works which are of especial aid to the 
bookseller in hunting down such books. 

For books on Masonry, he referred to the 
catalog of the Macoy Publishing and Masonic 
Supply Co. which contains practically every- 
thing published in this line. For books on 
music he recommended Scribner’s Musical 
List as containing nearly all musical publica- 
tions. An aid in looking up books on modern 
languages, grammars, etc., is Steiger’s Cata- 
log Number 17 which lists practically every- 
thing of this sort, including books on many 
such uncommon languages as Zulu and Taga- 
log. Benziger’s catalog lists some 5000-odd 
Catholic books published by the various Cath- 
olic houses. A good catalog of architectural, 
industrial and technical books is issued by 
W. T. Comstock Co. Mr. Parker recom- 
mended the annual list of technical books 
published by Munn & Co. as very good, and 
he also suggested Greenwood’s classified guide 
to commercial and technical books and Hafer- 
corn’s “Technical List.”

On March 27, Harry K. Vandegrift was ten- 
dered a banquet by the Presbyterian Board of 
Publication in recognition of his fifty years 
of constant service with that company. The 
company adopted a resolution praising Mr.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


W. Foster Brown of the Foster Brown Co., 
Ltd., Montreal, Canada, died on April 4th. 


VoLNEY STREAMER died in a hospital in New 
York City, on April 14, in his 64th year. He 
played with Edwin Booth, of whom he was 
a personal friend, and with Lawrence Barrett. 
About twenty years ago Mr. Streamer left the 
stage, and was connected with the McClurg 
Publishing Company, the Frederick A. Stokes 
Company, and with Brentano’s. While with 
Brentano’s he secured the first publication in 
the United States of the works of George 
Bernard Shaw. For the past ten years he had 
been librarian of the Players, and lived at 
the club. He compiled: “In Friendship’s 
Name,” 1887; “What Makes a_ Friend,” 
1893; “A Cluster of Gems,” 1895; “The World 
Awheel,” 1806; “Voices of Doubt and Trust,” 
1897. 

Henry W. Poor, the banker and interna- 
tionally known as the publisher of “Poor’s 
Manual,” died suddenly at his home in New 
York City on April 13 in his seventy-first year. 
Outside financial circles he was noted as an 
art lover, a liberal supporter of music, and a 
book collector. He helped many art and music 
students to attain prominence in their profes- 
sions, and for years spent large sums on rare 
editions and fine bindings. His library was 
said to have hardly an equal in this country, 
and among the special treasures were a first 
edition of Thomas a Kempis’ “Imitatio 
Christi,” Higden’s “Polychronicon,” and some 
very rare Americana. The library was said 
to be worth nearly $300,000, and the first inti- 
mation of his financial difficulties was given 
when it was offered for sale early in 1908. The 
first section of the library was sold for $75,000. 


THomaAsS RAYNESFOoRD LounssBuRY, professor 
emeritus of English at Yale University, and 
one of the best-known English scholars in the 
country, died suddenly of heart disease on 
April 9 in his seventy-eighth year. Professor 
Lounsbury’s first literary work was on the 
American Cyclopedia during 1860-1862. He 
left this work to fight in the Civil War as a 
first lieutenant of the 126th New York Volun- 
teers, with which regiment he remained until 
mustered out in 1865. After doing miscellane- 
ous literary work for the next five years, Pro- 
fessor Lounsbury became instructor in Eng- 
lish at Yale in 1870, and after a year was ap- 
pointed professor of English language and 
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literature at the university. He was a member 
of the American Academy of Arts and Letters. 
In April, 1910, he was elected president of 
the Simplified Spelling Board. Professor 
Lounsbury was regarded as an authority on 
Chaucer and Shakespeare. He edited u- 
cer’s “Parliament of Foules,” 1877; the com- 
plete works of Charles Dudley Warner, 1904; 
and the “Tab Book of American Verse,” 1912; 
and was the author of: “History of the Eng- 
lish Language,” 1870, 1804; “Life of James 
Fenimore Cooper,” 1882; “Studies in Chau- 
cer” (3 volumes ), 1891; “Shakespeare as a 
Dramatic Artist,” 1001; “Shakespeare and 
Voltaire,” 1902; “The Standard of Pronuncia- 
tion in English,” 1904; “The Text of Shakes- 
peare,” 1906; “The Standard of Usage in Eng- 
lish,” 1908; “English rag! and Spelling 
Reform,” 1909; “The Early Literary Career 
of Robert Browning,” 1910.

One of the interesting features of “Vic- 
tory,” Joseph Conrad’s new novel, just pub- 
lished by Doubleday, Page & Co., is the map 
of the world covering the front end-paper of 
the volume. On it is charted the important 
points and routes mentioned in Conrad’s 
stories. There is the location of Samburan, 
the deserted island in “Victory,” the course 
taken by “The Brute” in “A Set of Six,” the 
spot in the China Sea where the storm raked 
the Nan Shan in “Typhoon,” the course 
of the Narcissus, the scene of the shipwreck 
of the Patna as described in “Lord Jim,” 
and a dozen other interesting bits of Conrad- 
ian geography. It’s a mighty clever bit of 
advertising that will attract both the Conrad 
devotee and the person who has not as yet 
been so fortunate as to sail the seas with the 
creator of “The Nigger.” 


“Tue Honey Bee,” Samuel Merwin’s novel, 
now appearing serially in McClure’s Magazine, 
will be published by Bobbs-Merrill early in 
May. The central figure in the story, a not 
at all uncommon figure nowadays, is a woman 
who works, who has been highly successful, 
who has past the days of “girlish laughter” 
but who hasn’t found herself.

tessellated tiling in the conservatory in Lord 
Fairmanston’s villa on the Riviera has been 
replaced by a plot of grass. 


“While making this explanation it might be 
well for him to enlighten the public as to just 
why he drew the detective in evening clothes, 
when the text states explicitly that he was dis- 
guised as a plumber’s assistant and had gained 
entrance to the fashionable establishment 
under the pretense of having been summoned 
to mend a leaking faucet in the maid’s bath.

F. Hopkinson Situ, author, artist, and 
engineer, died at his home in New York on 
April 7 in his seventy-seventh year.

His most successful book is 
said to be “Caleb West, Master Diver.”

School books, in short, have 
become vitalized so that the material they now 
present seems to the pupil an actual reality, 
whereas it previously appeared to be merely a 
schoolroom hypothesis.

MusHroom Town.* 
“Mushroom Town” is that most unusual 
thing—a novel which is different. Nothing 


more unlike the ordinary run of fiction could 
well be imagined, than this story whose prin- 
cipal character is not a person but a place. 
For it is not the history of a hero 
or a heroine which is here related, but the 
swift development of the little Welsh fishing 
village of Llanyglo from a tiny settlement 
many miles from the nearest railway and in- 
habited by a few families some of whose mem- 
bers were hardly able to speak English, into a 
sea-side resort beloved of the “tripper.” It 
is a story of dreams which were frustrated and 
dreams which came true, of quaint customs 
and modern enterprise, of the conflict of hu- 
man interests and human passions, all of them 
merged presently into the distinct, vivid per- 
sonality of the little town by the sea, where 
the breakers crashed lazily upon the shore in 
front, while behind it rose the beautiful, his- 
toric, heather-clad mountains.

And the people are as real, as individual as 
the place. The little group of Welshmen 
which contained both Dafydd. Dafis the bard 
and Howell Gruffydd the very practical gro- 
cer; Edward Garden, “the Saesneg,” Llany- 
glo’s first summer visitor, with whose com- 
ing the book opens; his son, John Willie, who 
develops as the town develops, has his brief 
romance as it has its own, and finally, like 
Llanyglo itself, settles down into a prosperous 
respectability—we know them all intimately. 
Then there is the gypsy girl, Ynys, heroine 
of a summer’s idyll, her mother, and that 
most pathetic figure, Terry Armfield, he who 
had dreamed of a Llanyglo which should be a 
modern Utopia, not a place of huge piers and 
dancing pavilions and Ferris wheels and brass 
bands. 

It is the history of many an American re- 
sort which Mr. Onions has told in this almost 
flawless narrative, yet Llanyglo has the fire, 
the odd mixture of poetry and religious fer- 
vor and hard-headedness which are an inalien- 
able part of its Celtic inheritance. The novel 
is rich in variety; there are thrilling episodes 
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like the launching of the life-boat, humorous 
scenes in plenty, more than a few poetic touch- 
es, and always an effect of absolute truthful- 
ness. Long though the book is, it never be- 
comes tedious: there is practically no plot, yet 
from the first page to the last one’s interest 
is held in a grasp which never loosens. Ad- 
mirably written and admirably constructed, 
“Mushroom Town” is an achievement entirely 
worthy of the author of “In Accordance with 
the Evidence.” Louise Maunsell Field.

Not that she has 
any idea of the value of 
the one hundred and 
fifty thousand pounds 
which she so_ prettily 
agrees to bestow upon 
the declining family.

However, this is where 
she errs. Said guardian 
is not the old fuddy- 
duddy that she fondly 
fancies him, but an ex- 
tremely shrewd, humor- 
ous and resourceful 
young Hoosier lawyer, 
fortunately, or unfortu- 
nately as you happen to 
view the case, still cher- 
ishing in his desk an old 
photograph of the young 
Ethel in her childhood 
coiffure and Kokomo costume. 

What happens when The Man From Home 
appears on the scene at the Lorrento Hotel, 
which has been arranged for a speedy little 
settlement of the trifling little money matter, 
is a delightfully humorous series of situations, 
growing rapidly serious and ending in a smash- 
ing climax. There is the Earl of Hawcastle 
himself and a French lady friend, who hap- 
pens to be traveling with the Earl’s party; his 
sister, Lady Creech, Ethel’s cicerone, who, one 
suspects, may not be quite so deaf as she 
would demonstrate; there is Ethel’s young 
brother, who has not yet developed the brain 
power which may be latent in him; a Russian 
refugee, who makes the wonderful climax

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tised queerness of detective stories. All the 
intentional teazers in the first few chapters, 
like a priestly corpse turning up its toes in 
the middle of a lonely lane in a rainstorm at 
midnight, a young physician almost turned 
into an aérated drink by being charged with 
carbonic acid gas under pressure, the artist 
who painted with knives instead of brushes, 
these and various other detective-story prop- 
erties of good material, workmanship, and 
stamped with the union label, are duly ex- 
plained in the end. Other peculiarities are not 
even recognized—much less explained. 

To begin before the beginning, the book is 
dedicated to “Dorothy, Cuthbert, Carteret and 
Gerald Bishop in memory of labors that are 
past and in token of friendship that endures.” 
Now who are Dorothy, Cuthbert, Carteret, and 
Gerald? A writer has no business naming 
such alluring names as those without telling 
more. 

Second charge: the story is. undated save 
by the fact that not once does the telephone 
bell ring sharply from the beginning to the 
end. This would seem to place the 
date of the tale back in the days be- 
fore the telephone had taken the 
place of the stage aside in modern 
drama, but there we may be wrong. 
For the story is laid in London and 
telephones are not there the common 
articles of furniture that they are 
here. When Arnold Bennett wrote 
us up a few years ago he devoted a 
special paragraph to our use of tele- 
phones and that particular essay was 
illustrated with the picture of a lady 
in a boudoir cap telephoning to the 
butcher in the early morning. So 
that doesn’t fix the date of the events. 
Finger prints figure in a minor ca- 
pacity as if no novelty. Now finger 
prints were discovered long ago 
though they did not come into com- 
mon use till about the time of Mark 
Twain’s “Puddin’head Wilson.” Cre- 
mation is also accepted as not ex- 
traordinary. No help there for plac- 
ing date. 

The one bit of evidence assists a 
little. The hero travels in a horse- 
bus, it being before the age of elec- 
tric busses. Now horse busses were 
going out in London about 1905. I 
‘can take my affidavit here because 
that year I wasted much time on 
London corners waiting the slower 
vehicles under the delusion that the 
motor busses made me _ seasick—a 
delusion I was obliged to give up 
when our Fifth avenue bus horses 
all turned into batteries. Will the 
one who follows up this research 
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kindly also consider why Mrs. Samways fell in 
love with the hero? Miss Vayne did so be- 
cause she was allowed into the book for that 
purpose only; but Mrs. Samways could have 
had no other reason than a kindly desire to 
round out the plot neatly. Women 
kind-hearted.

One experiences just a little confusion in 
getting Mr. Jackson’s characters placed in the 
first few chapters of his book. But, once that 
difficulty is surmounted, all is plain and plea- 
sant sailing. 

The author has given us not only a good 
story of the adventure class, but its char- 
acters are all interesting, well drawn, and 
well contrasted. He has also been inost gen- 
erous in giving us two distinct love interests. 
And if not two heroes—and that is a matter 
of taste—certainly two heroines. 

It is a long cry from the mod- 
ernity of New York to the old 
world atmosphere of Isle Bonne 
in the Gulf of Mexico. But the 
contrast is not greater between 


these two places than between 
Mary, the self-supporting, self- 
sufficient, successful, modern girl, 


and Laure, the last of the Drouil- 
lots, the descendant of a long line 
of adventurer ancestors’ with 
piratical tendencies, of brave, but 
disreputable, memory. 

Then, there is Virgil Williams, 
the man who has found himself, 
and Clell Redfield, who finds him- 
self during the progress of the 
tale. It is their struggle and 
their love affairs which will in- 
terest the reader most. 

But Mr. Jackson has not been 
less happy in portraying his minor 
characters. Papa Prosper, Laure’s 
grandfather, whose two interests 
in life are his New Orleans paper 
—usually at least two weeks old 
—and his cup of inimitable coffee ; 
the Baron, vast and rotund physi- 
cally, filled. with windy bombast, 
and vainglorious accounts of a not 
altogether well-spent youth—and 
yet he, too, proves himself at the 
last a better man than he had lead 
one to suppose; and last, but not 
least, the Doctor whose part it is 
to relate the story; a good-heart- 
ed, good-natured, elderly busy- 
body, who finds that the time for 
falling in love cannot be pre-

from a juvenile reformatory. There is a cer- 
tain persuasive charm in the boy’s makeup 
that at once reacts upon the pottery workers 
just as it does upon the reader. Although the 
boy is bidden to be off, he remains and the 
story of Harvey and the clay is begun. The 
lad is set first at cutting clay in the fields and 
trundling it to the works in a barrow, but 
speedily his extraordinary cleverness is per- 
ceived and he is initiated into the mysteries of 
“placing” the unbaked crocks in the oven, 
“throwing,” “turning” and all the processes of 
the works, technicalities which make thrilling 
reading. 

Harvey’s love for the clay is rivalled only 
by his worship of the master and a curious re- 
lationship grows up between the clever but ill- 
balanced youth and the forceful, high princi- 
pled man. Upon this dominating passion of 
Harvey’s for Easterbrook the plot hinges, if 
plot there is beyond the unfolding of Harvey’s 
nature. An unusual and most appealing char- 
acter is Harvey who despite his cringing ser- 







vility, and his lack of moral sense, keeps the 
heart in the mouth continually, lest all be not 
well with him. 

As is usual in Mr. Phillpotts’ work, in this 
novel the minor characters might easily take 
front rank with their betters. There is the old 
war horse of a “painter,” Miss Medway, 
Easterbrook’s aunt, who for over fifty years 
had made roses and dahlias bloom upon a suc- 
cession of pots. Kept in ignorance of her fail- 
ing skill by the indulgence of her nephew, the 
doughty old dame refuses to lay down her 
brush until she learns from Harvey’s lips 
the cruel fact that the bulk of her work has 
been going to the dump heap. There is the 
ridiculous Rupert with his ill-fated love affair 
and incessant boastings of “brain work” ex- 
pended in covering clay mugs with “spots and 
streaks and twiddles” and the tragic old Tom 
Body whom a half century at his wheel watcb- 
ing the clay take shape under his hand had 
crazed into the belief that he could create life 
itself. 

It is a delight to make acquaintance with 
these and other sturdy folk at their daily loved 
tasks at the pottery or on their Sunday ram- 
bles over Devonshire moors.

THE WOMAN IN THE Car.* 

This book is written for those gentle readers 
who enjoy a well-conducted murder in clear 
type on excellent paper and neatly bound. 
The story is a picture puzzle of which you 
can’t be sure till the last section is in place. 
Judging by detective stories, crime is becom- 
ing more intricate as life becomes more highly 
involved. Time was when one knew at the 
end of the first chapter that the obviously guil- 
ty man or woman was the innocent one who 
would be cleared on the next to the last page, 
and usually in the succeeding chapter the real 
villain could be detected by his ultra-virtuous 
appearance. The super-natural sometimes en- 
tered in. 

The second decade in detective tales was 
marked by the disclosure, at the end, of an 
unguessed element, in the form of a gorilla, a 
madman, or a strange foreign creature. Poe, 
Anna Katharine Green, Mary Roberts Rine- 
hart, Wilkie Collins, and Conan Doyle, have 
sometimes brought their solutions from far 
countries, insane hospitals, and zoological gar- 
dens. Another form of mystery yarn depends 
upon international intrigue; a long narrow 
document in a linen envelope sealed with red 
wax, being prominent. For “my -part I find 
this variety too strange to everyday experi- 
ence to be absorbing. Akin to these are the 
laboratory investigations where retorts and 
reactions furnish evidence.

is fact and how much fiction. Jonathan Chap- 
man, an historical account tells us, was born 
in Boston in the year of the battle of Lexing- 
ton, but the beginning of the next century 
found him out on the frontier, of which De- 
troit, Marietta and Cincinnati were then the 
outposts. He was a vegetarian and a Sweden- 
borgian and he made it his life work to plant 
orchards throughout the new country. He 
was a welcome guest in every frontier cabin 
and in every Indian lodge, for the Shawnees, 
hostile though they were to the invading 
white man, called him their friend. 

To this bare outline the author adds but lit- 
tle. She gives the story a touch of romance 
in Johnny’s hopeless but loyal love for Betty 
Stacey, but it is just a touch. Some of the 
incidents introduced may be fictitious, but 
they are near enough to historic fact to be 
accounted such. The Indian raids and the fall 
of Detroit in 1812, the “winter of the big 
snow,” 1830, and other known events are de- 
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scriped; the Blennerhassets, of Aaron ‘Burr 
fame, and other real personages of the time 
appear, but Johnny Appleseed himself and 
his activities are always the center of inter- 
est. He started out in life as a young man of 
twenty-four with a definite purpose. He was 
not a mere scatterer of appleseeds, by the way, 
as I for one had rather supposed. He was 
a skilled orchardist who established nurseries 
in different parts of his territory and gave them 
systematic care, and by processes of grafting 
and budding brought his trees to full growth. 
He lived to be an old man and was permitted 
to see, as few men are, the results of his labors 
—in Pippins and Sweetings and Seek-no-fur- 
thers. And his labors were all for the com- 
munity, not for self. Heroic deeds are set 
down to his credit, too. After the general 
burning and destroying of wilderness homes 
in the Indian outbreaks at the beginning of 
the war with England, it was he who con- 
ducted the refugees to safety. He knew no 
fear and he went always unarmed. Yet, the 
author has made of him, and how true to fact 
she may be in this, I do not know, a pathetic 
figure. 

Indeed, the whole account, excellent though 
it is, is weakened by her insistence on the pa- 
thetic, for the sweetly sad tone in which the 
story is told fails to suggest the sturdy vigor 
of the pioneer. The pathos of pioneer life is 
there, its loneliness, its self sacrifice, its dogged 
determination, yet the final impression is that 
some element necessary to the true flavor of 
pioneer days is lacking. And, so near as I 
can determine, that element is laughter. <A 
grim and hardy humor was developed in those 
frontier settlements. The pioneer knew how 
to laugh. How else could he have endured 
his life? I even wonder if Johnny Apple- 
seed hadn’t a quiet, whimsical humor of his own. 

I have been wondering something else about 
him. I wonder if the “Jonathan” was named 
in his honor. I should like to think it was.

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The reformation of J. Bayard through this 
compulsory benevolence was but one outcome 
of Pyramid Gordon’s extraordinary testament. 
Many sad hearts were gladdened as J. Bay- 
ard and’ Shorty reduced Pyramid’s fortune. 
The Pedders, for instance, who had lived for 
years under a cloud in the little country vil- 
lage where John Wesley Pedders had been 
accused of misappropriating bank funds, were, 
through the discovery of a never-opened letter 
and the magic wand of the two professional 
philanthropists, brought back to honor and 
prosperity. A millionaire acquired the one 
sketch he needed for his favorite collection, 
a social climber was led into more self-re- 
specting paths, a bedraggled and discouraged 
woman was given something to live for, and 
many another beneficiary rejoiced at unex- 
pected good fortune. 

Besides these stories of the distribution of 
Pyramid’s wealth, the book contains others 
no less entertaining, all told in Shorty’s well- 
remembered style, with the usual bits of phi- 
losophy such as “Forgettin’ weeds in the back 
yard don’t get rid of ’em. I’m apt to paw 
around and see where the roots spread to.” 

One of the most original sketches is “Trail- 
ing Dudley” in which Shorty’s wife tries to 
find a husband for statuesque Veronica Ad- 
ams. 

Veronica is of the goddess type with men- 
tality and beauty and every other desirable at- 
tribute. “So with size added to the other 
elimination tests” as Shorty says “it must have 
made hard scratchin’ at times.” However, 
Mrs. McCabe “produces a dozen or more 
husky young chaps” with proper family con- 
nections and “financial ratin’s”- who at once 
fall in love with Veronica, only to cool off 
soon and suddenly. The explanation of this 
phomenenon and the accidental appearance of 
little Dudley Byron—a slim, quiet, pale haired 
chap—give some valuable side lights on the 
mind of man and a woman’s heart.

One of the cleverest plays produced in 
New York last winter was based on the orig- 
inal idea that the play itself was being 
constructed by the participants in it before 
the very eyes of the audience, that the mak- 
ing of the play was the play. The author of 
“Queed” has developed the same idea in book 
form: his Principal Character (one cannot 
say hero) being an author working out a 
novel, of which “Angela’s Business” is the 
result. 

Angela’s “business,” be it explained at the 
beginning, is the purely feminine one of Sup- 
plying Beauty (again we use the author’s capi-

tals) and Supplying Charm. As may be 
vuessed forthwith the novel concerns the Wo- 
man Question, revolves around the theories 
of a certain Lady in Sweden, and is in view- 
point Modern, if not Ultra-so. Its main the- 
sis is, however, if we read it right, not at all 
Revolutionary. It is that Womanly Women 
are not spoiled for marriage by being, in their 
Temporary Spinsterhoods, doers of _ the 
world’s work instead of Mopers in the Home 
or Butterflies in Society; that, on the con- 
trary, they may be bettered as women and 
strengthened as wives by their untoward as- 
sociations; but that, nevertheless—reactionary 
and old-fashioned idea!—wifehood and moth- 
erhood, womanliness in a real instead of a 
merely traditional sense, is still the highest 
goal a woman may have, an ideal, in short, in 
comparison with which a mere Career counts 
for nothing. 

But the womanliness must be real; it im- 
plies but does not necessitate marriage for its 
expression. “There was a‘time,” says the au- 
thor, “when being a wife meant also being a 
domestic factory superintendent, not to men- 
tion being a continuous mother. That time 
was gone forever. Inexorable econom- 
ics had dried the heart of the old tradition. 

Already the woman of to-morrow was 
rising in her lusty strength to prove her 
fundamental racial virtue, her womanliness, 
upon nothing less than the world.” And that 
Mary Wing, clearest-eyed of all the book’s 
characters could renounce her Career for her 
personal ideals, could in turn renounce many 
of her personal ideals for love (of the auth- 
or’s new-fashioned, old-fashioned sort) only 
emphasizes his basic proposition. 

Not that the author is polemic or disputa- 
tive. He almost refuses to be serious. When 
to Mary Wing he places Angela the Home- 
Maker as foil, with her disarming sweetness 
and her pursuing Fordette, his exposition be- 
comes often perilously near farce. His hero 
is seldom heroic. Few young men who Kiss- 
on-Sofas at all give the subject the extended 
introspective consideration that perhaps it 
merits. But having, toward the end of the 
book, gotten a black eye in giving Mr. My- 
singer the trouncing he deserves, our hero 
warms into at once more normal and more 
heroic humanity. 

Not a novel in short, as may be guessed 
from the foregoing, to be styled either “bri!- 
lant” or “gripping,” but one full of quiet 
charm and not a little serious and thought- 
provoking thought. Rider.

Under Molly’s instruction supplemented by 
that of her dignified, philosophizing grand- 
father, Jack makes marvelous progress, and 
of course he does not neglect to fall in love 
with his first teacher. Meanwhile Molly has 
grown up, at least to the advanced age of 
nineteen, but she is still so much the child that 
she is aware of no impropriety in asking Jack 
to join her in an adventure which she has 
longed to undertake. 

“IT am gong to spend one whole beautiful 
night out of doors, out in the fields,” she says. 
“IT want to smell the night odors, and hear all 
the various night sounds as they occur one by 
one,—sounds of the insects and birds and 
prowling animals. I want to watch the moon 
rise and the progress of the stars and experi- 
ence all the wonderful sensations that the 
poets tell of.” 

And Jack, the knight believes it his duty 
to go and protect his lady.

The conventional 
Ruggles, treasuring the family name, is in 
despair and sends an S. O. S. for no less a 
person than stern elder brother, the Earl of 
Brinsted. Well, the rest is too good to tell 
in this prosaic manner. Read it where you 
can enjoy the fun of such Anglo-American- 
isms as “dead sportsman,” “drawing-poker,” 
“cow-persons,” “living wire,” “dead _beet- 
roots”; where you can learn of the wild 
“high behind,” whose nightly attacks are to 
be repelled only by hurling cans of condensed 
milk; where there are dozens of bright things 
in every jolly chapter.

THe Art or LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURE.* 

In preferring the term “landscape architec- 
ture,” instead of ‘the more usual “landscape 
gardening,” the author points out that the 
standards of the art, for it is an art, are “sub- 
tle and difficult to explain,’ subject to few 
hard and fast rules, to be taught only by the 
study of examples, and those partaking really 
of the principles of the creator or builder, 
working on a large scale with the plastic and 
living elements of nature. Although devoted 
to what is at once the oldest and most modern 
of the arts, the literature of landscape gar- 
dening is nevertheless surprisingly scanty, and 
it is Mr. Parson’s evident purpose not to ad- 
vance new theories nor to detail specific plans 
of treatment but rather to lay down a few 
principles that may justly be called funda-

mental, and to collect and arrange a large 
number of citations from authorities, ancient 
and modern, in support and exemplification 
of those principles. 

Four of them, and those basic, were stated 
thus by Humphrey Repton in his “Art of 
Landscape Gardening,” over a century ago: 

“Perfection in landscape gardening consists 
in the four following requisites: First it must 
display the natural beauties and hide the 
natural defects of every situation. Secondly: 
it should give the appearance of extent and 
freedom by carefully disguising or hiding the 
boundary. Thirdly: it must studiously con- 
ceal every interference of art however ex- 
pensive, by which the scenery is improved, 
making the whole appear the production of 
nature only; and fourthly, what is incapable of 
being made ornamental, or of becoming prop- 
er parts of the general scenery, must be re- 
moved or concealed.” 

To these Mr. Parsons adds such ftrther 

















general supplementary ones as: leaving as far 
as possible open spaces of greensward with 
“shore lines” of plantations; taking care that 
no jarring note be struck in the introduction 
of exotic materials or plantations; caution 
against deliberate attempts to introduce foli- 
age color efiects; and constant emphasis upon 
naturalness and simplicity. 

He points out reassuringly that an acre plot 
may show as beautiful and satisfying land- 
scape treatment as an estate of a thousand 
acres. It must, however, be unified, and evi- 
dently, to Mr. Parsons, that means enclosed. 
No common parking of a series of yards can, 
he says, be, from an artistic standpoint, en- 
tirely satisfactory; for every landscape treat- 
ment should show individuality. 

He proceeds to discuss “Enclosures,” hedge, 
ha-ha, wire and wall—and their concealment. 
Concerning the “Location of Buildings” he 
gives this easily remembered general rule: 

“Too great stress cannot be laid on the ad- 
visability of securing directly about the house 
the highest degree of horticultural finish. 
Here should be found the most perfect turf 
(a difficult problem), the richest flower gar- 
den, the choicest and rarest evergreens and 
shade trees.” 

The general rules discussed under “Roads 
and Paths” are suggestive of others through 
the book, being useful and in some cases, per- 
haps, unexpected. Roads, he says, should al- 
ways enter the estate at right angles; should 
curve only to avoid an obstacle; sharp curves 
are always more picturesque; parallel roads or 
paths should be hidden; grass triangles at road 
intersections or ovals at turns are to be avoid- 
ed; roads are not beautiful in themselves— 
they should therefore be minimized; they 
should approach houses on their unattractive 
sides, etc. 

The above are but suggestive. There are 
other chapters on “Grass Spaces,” “Water,” 
“Islands,” “Rocks,” “Grading and shaping 
grounds,” “Plantations,” “Maintenance,” “Gar- 
dens,” etc. In spite of its form—almost con- 
tinual quotation—the book is readable as well 
as valuable; and its numerous illustrations are 
more than merely pretty scenery, they illus- 
trate, in the literal sense of the word, the 


author’s text.

THe AWAKENING OF WoMAN.* 

It is the conservative radicals of Mrs. Tut- 
tle’s sort who are doing most to help the 
cause of feminism—women who neither take 
unholy delight in scandalizing their ultra-re- 
spectable neighbors nor glory in the “perpet- 
ual yearn” pose of thwarted but revolutionary 
super-souls.

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and Aunt Maria to this comprehensive little 
book they may recover from that fear of 
newness that has made them fasten on the 
exaggerations of pseudo-feminists as effective 
weapons against changing standards. 

Mrs. Tuttle concludes her opening chapter 
“The Misunderstood Woman Question” with 
these words: “It is Nature’s own movement. 
To misunderstand and try to check it is not 
only to retard the cause of woman but also 
to retard the spiritual advancement of man- 
kind.” And in her subsequent analysis of the 
movement from both the historical and soci- 
ological viewpoints she epitomizes the sanest 
modern thought on the question, showing 
how the present unrest of woman is but the 
inevitable and desirable accompaniment of a 
changed civilization. 

The book is divided into three sections “The 
Creative Awakening” including “Woman and 
Genius” and “Why a Mentally Creative Wom- 
anhood is Desirable”; “The Social Awaken- 
ing” including “Motherhood” and “Woman 
and the Revaluation of Life” and “The Awak- 
ening of the Sense of Race Responsibility” 
including “The Relation of Woman to Eugen- 
ics” and “Natural and Spiritual Selection in 
Marriage.” As Mrs. Tuttle views it, this revo- 
lutionary doctrine of feminism involves only 
a greater development of woman’s powers and 
a wider use of these powers, a quicker respon- 
siveness to idealism and a higher ideal of love, 
a more scientific care of children and a better 
understanding of their spiritual needs and a 
new conception. of marriage which means not 
the destruction of an outworn institution but 
its resurrection.

GoETHE.* 

This new book on Goethe is not intended, 
so its author states, “to exhaust the entire 
field, but to serve as an introduction to his 
work ard to set forth in general outlines the 
significance of his world conception in the 
literature of humanity.” It opens with a 
short biography in which the principal events 
of the great poet’s life are briefly related and 
a short account given of his family and those 
men who came nearest him, including, of 
course, Schiller. Then comes a chapter on 
“His Relation to Women” containing a some- 
what bald history of his various friendships 
and love-affairs, from his youthful fancy for 
the Gretchen who was later to give her name 
to the heroine of “Faust,” down to Ulrike von 
Levetzow, with whom he fell in love after 
he had reached the age of seventy-four. The 
author defends his hero’s character from the 
aspersions which these incidents have caused 
to be cast upon it, and does so with some 
spirit, declaring that Goethe was always his 


*Goethe; with special references to ae 
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own accuser, and that he never “lost his self- 
control, nor did he ever do anything that 
would cause remorse.” 

Follows an effort to depict “Goethe’s Per- 
sonality,” then come chapters dealing with 
his religion, his philosophy, “Literature and 
Criticism,” and an essay on “The Significance 
of Faust,” the conclusion of which our author 
regards as “out of harmony with the whole” 
since it shows Mephistopheles as being easily 
duped by the angels. Several extracts from 
this famous work are given, both in English 
and German, while many of the shorter poems 
are printed in full, the German text side by 
side with the translation, a translation which 
is frequently the author’s own. The novels 
are much more briefly treated and their popu- 
larity is rather regretted since they “contain 
much that would better have been relegated to 
oblivion.”

Tue Key To THE LAND.* 

Between the “back to the land” idealists 
who almost lead one to believe that cabbages 
grow out of the ground in response to mirth- 
ful tunes piped by sportive shepherds under 
skies of perpetual blue, and the city bred 
misanthropes who seem to believe that the 
producing of food is an occupation doomed 
shortly to extinction, Mr. Rockwell steers a 
happy course. He knows that farming means 
work, hard work and ill-paid work, but he 
believes on the other hand that the Earth can 
be induced to grant a fairly good living to 
her sons, and many other worth while things 
besides. In short, he holds that the man 
whose personal tastes lie in that direction— 
and the qualification is of the utmost impor- 
tance—may get more out of life on a farm 
than he can in the city, where rewards come 
in the shape of plump money-bags. 

“The Key to the Land” is told in story 
form, but is so convincingly illustrated by 
photographs that we are sure that Mr. Mantell 
and his enterprising family are running that 
attractive farm in some corner of the country. 
You read of the onion patch, for instance, and 
how it was started and weeded, and behold! 
on the next page is a picture of the patch it- 
self—a most convincing onion patch. You 
read of how the Mantells helped Squire Hun- 
derson with the ice-harvest and—well, well! 
there they are at it, cutting up the lake into 
most life-like and symmetrical blocks, just the 
kind that come in ice-wagons. But not the 
most obstinate skeptic could resist the evi- 
dence of the automatic rain outfit, by which 
Mr. Mantell (on the advice of the govern- 
ment’s Experiment Station) saved his season’s 
crops. There you see it, opposite page 200—a 


long pipe extending over a field, shooting into

the air one-hundred tiny columns of water 
which break into a fine pattering shower over 
the long strip of thirsty leaves and dusty soil. 

Yes, I believe it all, beginning with Mr. 
Mantell’s hopeless fight against the trust in 
the city, through his first doubtful days at the 
abandoned farm down to the last chapter 
when he has learned many things about the 
art of educating vegetables. 

There is something insinuating about the 
way the author speaks of “brown, fat fur- 
rows crumbling from the plowshare” and the 
chickens at the Christmas dinner “plump and 
brown and done to a turn, with the savoriness 
just oozing from them”—something very sub- 
tly insinuating. It is rather a dangerous book. 
A weak minded person, reading it, might for- 
get the importance of stocks and bonds, of 
shares and dividends, of subways and _ sky- 
scrapers. And what, pray, will happen to 
the world if we forget the basic factors of 
our civilizaton?

THe YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL Park.* 

When the balmy spring days bring the 
Wanderlust and the heart of the city-dweller 
turns longingly to visions of the great open 
spaces of the earth, a book like this is very 
welcome. Particularly so this season, for 
Europe embattled offers little prospect of en- 
joyment for the American tourist. He will 
choose, the great majority of him, to stay at 
home and see something of his own far-flung 
country. 

The first of our great national parks has 
for years now been a Mecca of the tourist 
fortunate enough to choose whither he would 
go. Its wonders never pall in the memory and 
indeed it needs more than one visit to see all 
it offers, or to fully grasp the marvel of it. 
But a careful reading of the above book will 
be of the greatest possible aid to the prospec- 
tive tourist and will so thoroughly prepare his 
mind for what he is to see, that his trip can- 
not fail to be successful and enjoyable. The 
general public, even the stay-at-homes, can 
find so much of interest in the volume that 
they will thank the publisher for this second 
and completely revised edition of a useful and 
attractive work. 

Gen. Chittenden divides the rich store of 
material he has gathered into two parts. The 
first gives the history of the Park, its discov- 
ery from the first days when lonely fur-trap- 
pers penetrated its wilds, when superstitious 
Indians fled in terror from the hissing of the 
scalding geysers, to the time when the Park 
became the property of all the nation, a great 
playground and natural museum for all to 
enjoy. It remained long unknown, this won-

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derful region of rivers, lakes and canyons, 
this mysterious outlet for the hidden fiery 
forces in Mother Earth’s bosom. Long after 
much of the country bordering on the Yellow- 
stone Valley was settled, little was known of 
this particular section. The stories told by 
enterprising mountaineers like Colter and 
Bridger were discredited or looked upon as 
some fever-dream. Little by little, mainly 
through the search for gold, others than fur- 
trappers entered the valleys and canyons and 
finally the rumors gained such importance that 
a governmental expedition was sent to explore 
the country. 

Gen. Chittenden gives plausible and interest- 
ing reasons for the long neglect of so remark- 
able a stretch of country, and his narrative 
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of the exploring expeditions and the adven- 
tures of isolated pioneers are as full of thrills 
as any fiction. In this history of the Yellow- 
stone Park we are given glimpses of the 
early history of the great West, and the 
chapters devoted to the beginnings, growth 
and decline of the Fur Companies are full of 
interest and of valuable, information. 

Part Two of the book is devoted to a de- 
tailed description of the Park, its topography 
and geological formation, its climate, flora 
and fauna, and two or three chapters are set 
aside for the geysers and hot springs. The 
administration of the Park with all its epi- 
sodes of graft, political corruption and honest 
endeavor is told in careful accurate detail. 
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A number of chapters are devoted to the con- 
nected narrative of different tours of the 
Park, and are full of information the tourist 
would do well to heed. Numerous photo- 
graphs, maps, tables of distances, etc., render 
this part of the book particularly practical.

THE SPELL oF FLANDERS.* 

The vacation tour of which this attractive 
volume is the result closed during July of last 
summer. But the catastrophal events which 
have happened since then, in the territory de- 
scribed, have colored the writer’s treatment of 
his subject, as is only natural, and have also 
guaranteed to the book an interest on the 
part of the reading public which, however 
much it may deserve that interest of itself 
—and it assuredly does—it might not other- 
wise have had. There is a class of readers 
who enjoy. participating in other  peo- 
ple’s journeys when circumstances forbid the 


direct enjoyment of traveling oneself—it 
is always the true traveler who enjoys 
books of travel—books about things and 


places. But of that larger class of readers 
who cannot be made to see what great pleasure 
can be had from such books, there are many 
who will now want to read this book and to 
know something more of towns like Ypres, 
Dixmude, Malines, long forgotten by the tour- 
ist, in spite of their rich store of art treas- 
ures and historical memories. Now that shot 
and shell have battered them anew, and the 
peaceful fields about them are drenched with 
blood as so many times before, there is an un- 
doubted fascination, even for the non-travel- 
ler, in following this quartette of leisurely cul- 


tivated travellers in their summer in Bel- 
gium. 
It is indeed with a certain bitterness that 


Mr. Vose repeats again and again his state- 
ment that now many tourists will make the 
pilgrimage to Ypres and Malines—just to 
name two out of many old towns, and will 
stare about them revelling in gruesome mem- 
ories of the immediate past where for years 
charms such as few corners of the world can 
show have failed to attract them. It is sad- 
dening, this suggestion, because of its un- 
doubted truth. But it has one comfort. The 
tourist’s dollars will help rebuild the industries 
of Belgium, and will, as often before, put 
that storm-racked little country on its feet 


again. Belgium, for the Flanders this book 
treats of is the oldest and most interesting 


part of Belgium, the most characteristic Bel- 
gium in every way—has always occupied a 
unique positian in Europe, in the world, 
in fact. No other stretch of territory of the 
same dimensions can show such a concentrat- 
ed sum of highly developed industrial life,

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developed under such difficulties, or such a 
notable standard of art achievement, in paint- 
ing at least, as can this tiny country. And 
no other country of equal size has had such a 
stormy history. . Invasions, change of royal 
masters, wars without end, devastations, un- 
ceasing—these have been the portion of Bel- 
gium always. 

In fact, it would do some modern Amer- 
icans voicing loud opinions about the present 
state of affairs, a little good to read this 
book of Mr. Vose’s and learn that Belgium’s 
present plight, sad as it is, is by no means so 
horribly new and unprecedented in history as 
they seem to think. Belgium has been free 
just eighty-five years, Mr. Vose tells us. And 
it is easy, in reading his book, (even if one 
did not know it already) to realize that Bel- 
gium’s “neutrality’ of which we hear so 
much nowadays, was merely a compact be- 
tween a lot of powerful neighbors, the main 
idea of which might be expressed in the 
words: “I mayn’t have this tempting morsel, 
therefore you shan’t.” Sooner or later, other 
conditions being as they are, one of the Big 
Fellows was bound to say, “Let’s see if I 
can’t.” Mr. Vose’s attitude of refraining 
from comment: on present conditions is laud- 
able in the extreme, and adds much to one’s 
pleasure in reading his book. 

The pictures of such delightful ancient 
towns as Tournai, Ypres, Ghent, Bruges, Ma- 
lines, and many others are penned with a 
vividness of memory which imparts to the 
reader the writer’s keen enjoyment in his 
visits to these places. There are short bits of 
history re-narrated to us as we stand with the 
writer on the spot where these events oc- 
curred. And there is much that is valuable 
for future reference told us regarding the 
past and the present of Belgium’s many indus- 
tries. Many amusing little scraps of personal 
adventure lend an intimate touch to the book, 
but the sense of proportion is never lost. 

There are many charmingly written pas- 
sages one would like to quote in snatches if 
space permitted. But in lieu of this the reader 
of non-fiction can safely be advised to take 
up this book with pleasurable anticipation. 
He will not be disappointed. Its kind is a 
good one, and it is an excellent example of 
its kind.

AMERICA AND THE Wor.p STaAtTE.* 

This book should be in the hands of every 
man and woman who wishes to convert his 
emotion into energy, and transform his 
rage at the senseless war into an engine 
for peace. The need, as the author points out, 
is to change public opinion;

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tribute effectively if he will only go about 
it in the right way. The book sets forth 
clearly and simply Mr. Angells’ reasons for 
his project of a world  state—which 
involves no change beyond an_ extension 
of the present friendly and legal co-opera- 
tion to cover every aspect of national re- 
lationship. The author sets forth his argu- 
ment with wonderful persuasiveness and a 
resourceful stock of historical analogies. He 
seeks to avoid rousing antagonism—although 
his scheme of exposing the paradoxes of war 
makes some antagonisms unavoidable; but, 
even then, he shows that we all—Briton, 
Frenchman, German and American alike— 
have tarred ourselves with the same brush, 
and fellow criminals and_ fellow victims 
should not throw stones at each other. 

Here is an abstract of Mr. Angell’s main 
lines of thought: 

There is a fundamental misconception in 
the prevailing idea of nations as trade units 
and also in the prevailing idea that we are not 
intimately concerned with the condition of 
Europe: Co-operation among nations has 
become essential to their trade, and but for 
it they could have none. It is likewise true 
that no person in America can escape the 
economic, military and moral reaction of 
the war and the European development it 
will accomplish. If European civilization 
takes a wrong turn—as it has done more 
than once in the past—we must share the 
effects of that catastrophe. Thus we have 
need to play our part in the civilized world; 
and, taking advantage of the very real 
though partial detachment which we possess, 
to become the pivot and center of a new 
world state. 

The failure to realize that American in- 
tervention can be non-military in character 
explains the reluctance of many Americans 
to depart from their traditional policy of 
non-intervention. But there exists already 
a moral world-partnership as well as a com- 
mercial and a financial one, which has not the 
slightest sanction in physical force. Why 
should this partnership not contemplate ex- 
tending its scope? Force between men has 
but one use—namely, to see that force settles 
no difference between them; and that it 
should be just opposite with nations is a 
monstrous fallacy. 

By universal consent this war is due to 
false theories—the English having a theory 
about the Germans which the Germans deny, 
the Germans having a theory about the 
English and Russians which the English and 
Russians deny. It is these doctrines which 
have made the war; it is these doctrines 
which will go on making others when the 
colors on the map of Europe are reshuffled, 
unless the doctrines be discarded. Though 








we think we pveleve with the English that 
German defeat means disarmament, the doc- 
trine of Prussianism has wide acceptance 
not only with England and most European 
countries, but with ourselves. The meg- 
alomania of Prussia has been England’s and 
ours. Here in America the astounding 
national sentiment against atrocities com- 
mitted by Spain in Cuba yet repeated by our- 
selves seeking to subdue the Filipinos, would 
have been unbelievable if it had not hap- 
pened right before our eyes. Our adherence 
to a Monroe Doctrine of which no one knows 
the meaning is another instance of how moral 
sensibility can be blunted by false patriotism. 
The doctrines that made this war will go on 
making wars unless public enlightenment de- 
stroys them. Hence the need that the indi- 
vidual busy himself in the attempt. As the 
astounding transformation of the German 
spirit inte Prussianism has been the work of 
a few men, so a few active individuals here at 
home—and anywhere—can carry their point 
against a large number of peace-lovers who 
are inert and inarticulate. It is true that the 
victory of the Allies must now be secured 
at any cost, but the results they and the 
Americans hope it will accomplish cannot be 
accomplished if settlement is based on force. 
No ideals, good or bad, can be destroyed by 
fiat. The expectation of curing Prussianism 
by Prussianism is stupid. Cure can come only 
by disillusioning each man in each state that 
he can or will be better off materially or 
morally by conquest.

THe Works or Martin LuTHER.* 

The set of which this is the first volume, 
is to be completed in ten issues. The reason 
Luther is at this late day to be thus allowed to 
speak for himself is because he appears to be 
as live an issue as ever he was. The last score 
of years have been particularly industrious 
in adding to the hundreds of books written 
about him. Perhaps more than any other 
historical character, says the very able and 
compact introduction, he is a man of the 
present day no less than of his own. 

The plan of the edition is judicious and, if 
one may judge from the first volume, will 
be carefully and sensibly maintained. To get 
Luther’s innumerable tracts into ten volumes 
will demand selection, which one can safely 
entrust to editors who have set about their 
tasks so wisely. Since the difficulties are 
great of turning the Old German and the 
Latin of Luther into idiomatic English (and 
shorn of this, what becomes of his piquancy 
and pungency?) the work has been checked up 
by a group of scholars working both sepa- 
rately and together. But to find fit language 
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for this heavy-fisted, tender-hearted, large- 
brained pun-making disputationist has not 
been the only endeavor of the editors. His 
treatises, illustrating as they do the gradual 
evolution of ideas as they grew up in the con- 
ception of a conservative mind whose chief 
concern was to replace the old step for step as 
he tore down, must be set each in its back- 
ground of historical circumstance. This is 
done briefly and well. 

The average layman may read the record 
with human interest and with surprise. Beau- 
tifully and eternally characteristic of reform- 
ers is his denial of the right of reason to ques- 
tion theology, while he denied the right of 
Romanists to interpret the Scriptures: “As 
though they were a nose of wax to be pulled 
around at will”’—he insisted on his own right 
to interpretation nor would he tolerate any 
other brand of heresy than his own. And 
he would have hotly opposed some modern 
reformers who demand that the church so- 
cialize itself, organize as the center of civic 
life, and enter political activities for morality’s 
sake. His “purely academic protest” was 
suspected by his wiser opponents from its out- 
set, although not by himself. He sincerely 
began his crusade as a devoted son of the 
Church and servant of the Pope. While we 
watch the slow growth of the Lutheran con- 
ceptions of the forgiveness of sins and of the 
Real Presence which in time became a sign 
only and without value in itself, we realize we 
are beholding one of earth’s high ironic spec- 
tacles—that this great-souled man who at 
the end of his life could calmly unfold his 
own inconsistencies and the scroll of his 
enlarging conceptions, could yet regard 
himself as the be-all and end-all of refor- 
mation.

INCREASING CHURCH MEMBERSHIP.* 

What impresses a reader most strongly in 
these two little monographs by the Rev. John 
Balcom Shaw, whose zealous work in the 
ministry has resulted in the ingathering of no 
less than five thousand church members within 
a period of twenty-five years, is the method- 
ical nature of his system, the thorough organ- 
ization of his campaign. Prayer he believes 
to be a great factor in the work of winning 
converts; indeed, he is ready to admit that it 
is the greatest of all factors, yet he would no 
more content himself with prayer alone, trust- 
ing to Divine Providence to accomplish the 
results, than a business man would depend 
upon prayer to keep his account books bal- 
anced. On the contrary, this very practical 
and far-sighted seeker of souls takes no 
chances; every little detail of the work is

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planned ahead. .His working list of possible 
future members is always with him, and sub- 
jected to almost daily revision; he has a staff 
of zealous assistants, pledged to keep a watch- 
ful eye fer desirable recruits, and to use their 
influence with them. He knows the power 
of a personal appeal, and so far as possible 
his letters are written personally by hand; 
where the number of letters make a type- 
written form obligatory, at least he appends 
his personal signature. When once a name is 
enrolled upon his list, he is tireless in follow- 
ing up his appointed task, even in the face of 
open discourtesy, as “not infrequently such a 
mood indicates that the arrow has lodged in 
the right place.” In the various steps leading 
up to membership, he attaches great import- 
ance to the “precommunion service,” which, 
as he explains, is not a preparatory lecture, 
as it is styled in some of the churches, but 
much more than that—‘“a quiet, heart-to-heart 
service, in which by song, testimony and ad- 
dress those attending have the claims of the 
Christian life laid before them.” There are 
chapters cn “The Difficulties that keep People 
Out of the Church and How to Meet Them,” 
on “Attracting Power in the Pulpit,” and a 
most characteristic one on “Dredging,” by 
which the author means that patient and la- 
borious persistence which can be compared to 
nothing else than the methods of oystermen 
who, when the thick beds are exhausted, at- 
tach a big dredge to their catboat and drag 
the bottom in all directions. “They would 
get but an oyster or two in any one place, but 
the result of the whole day would be consid- 
erable.” 

The foregoing will serve to convey the 
general spirit of this stimulating and sugges- 
tive little book which, with its companion vol- 
ume devoted to the special functions and 
benefits of the informal “After-Meeting,” may 
be cheerfully recommended to all zealous 
workers in Church and Sunday school and 
any field of mission work.

Pan-AMERICANISM.* 

The essential purpose of the newly pub- 
lished work by Professor Usher, forming a 
sort of companion volume to his previously 
issued “Pan-Germanism,” may be _ briefly 
stated as follows: it aims to show what the 
author regards as the monumental fallacy of 
Pan-Americanism; in other words, of the con- 
ception of a sort of brotherhood, a common 
basis of interest between the United States 
and the twenty Latin-American republics 
south of us—whether such community of in- 
terest should take the form of an alliance on 
equal footing or something more in the nature 
of a protectorate on the part of the United 
States. In order to understand and estimate

the value of Professor Usher’s contentions 
a slightly more extended survey of the vol 
ume’s scope becomes necessary. 

The author has divided his subject into fou: 
books, the first of which briefly analyzes the 
political and economic development of our 
country, while the second discusses the atti- 
tude likely to be taken toward us by the con- 
quering nation in the present war; the third 
considers in detail the various aspects of Pan- 
Americanism, while the fourth is devoted to 
speculations regarding our future and sug- 
gestions as to what the author regards as our 
wisest course. His line of thought and argu- 
ment follows, in the main, some such line as 
this: America—the term which he uses con- 
sistently throughout his volume to designate 
the United States as distinct from Canada on 
the one hand and the Latin-American repub- 
lics on the other—has owed her comparative 
exemption from encroachment, in her early 
years, to the formidable barrier of the Atlantic 
Ocean and to the lack of inducement then 
offered by her natural resources, as compared 
with the richer regions of South America. 
Later, as our country developed and_pros- 
pered, we were protected by the fact of Eng- 
land’s command of the seas and her liberal 
use of her sea power. While she was the 
common carrier of a lion’s share of the 
world’s commerce, she could afford, up to a 
certain point, to suffer the producers to reap 
a share of the profits; besides, she was too 
busy, through all these years, standing guard 
over the hair-trigger balance of power in 
Europe, to care to embroil herself with us, 
even though she has been watching with a 
jealous eye the rapid growth of our trade 
with South America. But now, asserts Pre- 
fessor Usher, conditicns are going to be utter- 
ly changed. Surveying the future with gloomy 
foreboding, he assures us that the United 
States is facing open conflict with the victor 
in the present European struggle, and that, 
too, quite regardless of any of the conceivable 
terms of peace which may be made. if Ger- 
many becomes absolute master, why, then Pan- 
Germanism will send victorious Germany in 
hordes to colonize Latin-America in open 
defiance of the Monroe Doctrine. If England 
crushes the Germans and retains her mastery 
of the seas, then will come her chance to seize 
upon coveted areas in South America; Alaska 
can be easily wrested from us, and the quarrel 
with Canada, which our author assures us is 
already imminent, can be brought to a head. 
If the European war results in a draw, our 
position will be, for reasons too complex to 
be here rehearsed, even more hazardous; 
while in the possible case that England may 
be victorious on sea and Germany on land, 
or Germany at sea and England on land, the 
results are really too unpleasant to contemplate. 

This brings us to the real goal of Professor 








Usher’s whole argument—Pan-Americanism. 
We have nourished, he tells us, a Utopian 
dream, based on false premises. We have 
assumed that because the United States and 
Colombia and Brazil and the Argentine Re- 
public all occupy territory in the Western 
Hemisphere, were all colonized by citizens 
of kingdoms who voluntarily chose exile and 
democracy, that we are bound together by a 
brotherhood of common interests and threat- 
ened, if at all, by similar dangers. And all 
this, he goes on to explain, is a colossal blun- 
der. We of the United States are separated 
from Latin-America by the triple barrier of 
geographical isolation, language and religion. 
The South Americans know less about the 
United States, have less interest in it, less 
newspaper space devoted to it than to France 
or Germany or Italy. In point of time, if 
not in actual miles, they are more closely in 
touch with Paris than with New York; and, 
most important of all, they distrust our mo- 
tives, and they question the benefit of our 
friendship. They know that closer commer- 
cial relations with us at the expense of their 
European trade means a gain for us and a 
loss for them; they fear that closer political 
relations mean eventually American imperial- 
ism and territorial extension, and they are 
sensitively aware that the intermixtu-e of 
colored and Indian blood, in many of the 
Latin republics, is a serious handicap to closer 
social relations. Such, in a hasty summary, 
are Professor Usher’s reasons for proposing 
that we should throw overboard the present 
generally accepted notion of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, that we should be prepared to accept 
with complacency a sort of dual entente with 
Germany or England as the case may be, for 
the joint exploitation of the commercial ad- 
vantages offered by South America, and that 
we should reinterpret the Monroe Doctrine, 
limiting its effectiveness to cases of foreign 
interference affecting not America as a whole, 
but only the territorial interests of the United 
States, ” 

In the above analysis the reviewer has at- 
tempted to give an uncolored outline of the 
author’s views, in order to let them speak 
uninterruptedly for or against themselves, ac- 
cording to the preconceived views of the 
individual reader. The book is undeniably 
clever, and the author is well equipped with 
an arsenal of ammunition in the form of 
persuasive historic facts, commercial, social 
and political. He leads you on in agreement 
with him straight up to the clenching argu- 
ment; and then suddenly, as likely as_ not, 
you recoil, conscious that you have almost 
been tricked into disloyalty to some cherished 
conviction. There are many points on which 
one might take issue with Professor Usher, 
for he is habitually assuming that certain 
hypothetical results which you are quite will- 


— 
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ing to concede to be possibilities, are not 
merely probabilities, but foreordained and in- 
evitable. But just one concrete point will 
suffice to show why a great many readers will 
frankly take issue with this volume. It may 
be true that we are a commercial nation and 
that dollars and cents do count. But we have 
not quite lost all our ideals; and Professor 
Usher himself has somewhere conceded that 
our civilization, as a whole, is based upon 
British standards. When he seriously sug- 
gests that our interests in America are more 
closely bound up with Germany than with any 
other nower, he is ignoring what to the Amer- 
icar citizen is the very essence of the Monroe 
Doctrine. As a substantial majority of Amer- 
icans of Anglo-Saxon descent see the whole 
question, the one common point of interest 
that should bind all American republics to- 
gether is the vital fact that they are republics. 
The only monarchy which to-day retains a 
really important area of land in the Western 
Hemisphere is England—and England is prac- 
tically, if not in name, more democratic than 
we are ourselves. We can still look com- 
placently upon British holdings on our con- 
tinent and among our islands. But it is in- 
credible that any good American, possessed 
of the inherited principles of liberty and equal- 
ity, should tolerate for a moment the possi- 
bility of an invasion into either of our Wes- 
tern continents of that particular brand of 
“kultur,” the by-products of which have been 
so spectacularly exploited at ill-fated Dixmude 
and Aerschot and Termonde. Nevertheless, 
while we do not find ourselves altogether in 
sympathy with the careful, painstaking and 
very serious professor, we still owe him a 
debt of gratitude for having stimulated our 
ideas, crystallized our convictions, and made 
us realize, with double clearness, just why 
we differ with him on a number of vital is- 
sues.
